He is allowed 1 per cent. for 
each year he has worked tor the 
company and in this manner it the 
average salary of an employee for 
the latter ten years of his service has 
been $100 and he has served thirty-

The question of the hour is how to 
keep Los Angeles from falling into the 
hands of Socialists. How is our devoted 
city to be kept out of the control of imprac- 
ticable dreamers, theorisis and walking del-

Admitting that among the supporters of 
Job Harrfman there are many persons hon- 
est and earnest and who would not know 
ingly commit an overt act against the law, 
the fact still remains that the bulk of the 
socialistic element is opposed to restraint.

It 
was not so much in the nature of a surprise 
that a rough-and-tumble mining camp and 
a brewery center should adopt socialism 
as it wovld be were a city like Los Angeles 
to adopt it. It is not the price of copper 
nor the price of beer that influences the 
prosperity of Los Angeles; nor is the un- 
rivaled prospect of this city’s future de- 
pendent upon whatever fluctuations the com- 
modities above named may happen to un- 
dergo. 

The argument has been put forth that if 
the Socialists triumph in Los Angeles at 
the coming election our city will suffer a 
severe setback. There can be no question 
as to the force of this argument. It is ab- 
solutely certain that capital would recoil! 
from us were we to fall beneath a socialistic 
onslaught. At this very moment more than 
one important project is held in abeyance 
awaiting the outcome of next month's elec- 
tion. A Socialist victory would mean the 
paralysis of our present prosperity. 

To imagine that the people of Los Ange.

What is it that will surely defeat Harri- 
man and the entire Socialist ticket? The 
answer is CO-OPERATION.

A. Batchelder, expert designer, in his 
lecture yesterday before the Friday 
Morning Club. _ 

Mr. Ee tchelder has spent months at 
eae time in England and in Europe 
Studying designs of cathedrals of al! 
eges, from mediaeval times up to the 
Present, and he has written an au- 
thoritative book on the subject of de- 
signing. He explained in the outset 
that it's one thing to do things with 
your hands, and quite another thing 
to talk about it. Designing explains 
iteelf without words and it’s like in- 
‘terpreting one language into another 
to try to talk it, but by means of 
chalk and a blackboard, and by means 
of some splendid lantern slides, Mr. 
Batchelder succeeded in holding the 
undivided attention and eager interest 
ef the auditorium full of. women, who 
followed absorbedly every line on the 
blackboard and every picture on the 
acreen. 

Beside being highly entertaining, 
the lecture was most instructive. It 
made one resolve to observe architec- 
ture as never before and to pick out 
the fine points and not to jet the bad 
lines escape attent on. Not a woman 
there but went away with a clearer 
conception and appreciation of the art 
of construction. 

Mr. Batchelder’s recipe for con- 
struction points out that one must 
take inte consideration a lot of things 
in building a cabinet or a cathedral.
